Everybody who has ever used a high- 
miscroscope will understand the 
advantage of this arrangement, because 
it is often necessary to put the ob- 
ject-glass so close to the object that 
the slightest awkwardness or carele:(¢- 
ness in changing its position is apt to 
result in the destruction of the object 
or of the thin glass covering it. Only 
@n expert can safely focus such a micro- 
scope. The danger is entirely avoided 
when merely the focusing of the sye- 
tube is under the pupil's control.

ITH the irons it is quite natural that a greater variety of shots can 
W be played. 
The cleek can be made to play the slice or the pull as the driver 


and brassie can. Then, of course, there is the low shot which 1s played 
with this club, This can not be played as safely with the wooden clubs 
To get this low shot with a cleek, take an open stand with the ball a bit 
nearer the right foot, just a shade ahead of the club head. After hitting 
the ball let the club head follow after the ball. It will be seen that the 
hands being ahead of the club has a tendency to smother the ball, thus 
keeping it low and giving it a tremendous run. Jerry Travers plays the shot 
with great results, 

This shét may be played with the midiron also. But the most effective 
shot with this club is the half-iron or wrist shot. When played correctly is 
keeps the ball fairly low and is used by the experts in playing a ball to 
the green when the wind is dead against the player. 

The much talked of push shot is also played quite often with this club. 
This shot also files very low, and having a terrific back spin the ball will! 
stop instantly. As near as can be made out the ball is to be hit above 
the center. The club head passing down gives the ball a back spin, and 
though one would naturally think that the ball was half-topped it 1s amazing 
to see the way the ball will stop. 

Very few experts play this shot, preferring the pitch which goes at A 
fair height to the low push shot. George Dunean, of England, and Alex 
Campbell, of the tna Club, are two of the most noted exponents of the 
so-called push shot. B Play it with wonderful accuracy.
